With work on the new $3,000,000 
motion picture plant of the Pacific 
Studios Corporation in San Mateo 
being rushed to completion, facts 
concerning the financial effect of this 
huge industry upon Los Angeles seem 
pertinent. 

The fourth largest industry in the 
world expended $130,000,000 last year 
in Los'Angeles County at the rate of 
$2,500,000 per week. Forty thousand 
people’are continuously employed by 
the motion picture industries’ contri- 
and more than one hundred and fifty 
thousand people are dependent upon 
and supported by such companies. 

More than one thousand people is 
the motin pictures industries’ contri¬ 
bution to the 80 per cent increase in 
population in Los Angeles. Holly¬ 
wood alone, in the last four years, has 
grown in population from four thou¬ 
sand to sixty thousand people. 
Twenty-two of the larger producing 
companies operating in Los Angeles 
county represent an Investment of 
$150,000,000. 

The peninsula region merchants in 
all lines will make a bid for a propor¬ 
tion of this new business upon the 
completion of the first studio built at 
San Mateo, as companies are expected 
to be making pictures there before 
Christmas.

Second.—That the American Con¬ 
gress, In the Jones law. solemnly prom¬ 
ised the Filipinos Independence upon 
the establishment of a stable govern 
ment, and that their claim that the

Third.—That America went before 
the world In the recent war as the 
avowed champion of “self determlna 
tlen," American soldiers having been 
told It was one of the tilings they 
were fighting and dying for.

Ascending the grizzly wulls of the 
cirque, 1 reached the summit Just as 
a giant mass of rock, tons in weight, 
came bounding and crashing down 
from unseen heights In a tremendous 
avalanche which passed within a few 
feet of the trembling rock on which 
I stood. As the rocks followed the 
route of my ascent and spread over 
the entire glacier below me. It seemed 
unwise to continue my climb, and 1 
reluctantly retruced my steps. Thus 
far my climb hud Involved only suCh 
technical difficulties as are in the 
duy’s work of any competent moun¬ 
taineer, but it Is a safe rule never to 

'rifle vita tailing stones, for they 
are not a fair test of anyone’s skill. 

Where No Foot Had Trod. 

A thunderstorm was raging among 
the crags, so I hurried back and 
retreated across the glacier and de¬ 
cided to climb the aiguille, on the left. 
This in itself proved to he n consid¬ 
erable height, and before reaching Its 
summit I had become more Interested 
In the great walls of the main penk. 

Far too swiftly the shadow of Mo¬ 
ran advanced to Jackson lake, the sun 
disappeared, and darkness reached 
upward from the valley. Meanwhile 
l left the ridge and traversed the face 
of the mountain until I came to a 
long chimney. Filtering It. I found 
my way upward in the falling light, 
reaching and straddling from side to 
side for possible hand and footholds, 
and struggling to surmount the giant 
boulders which were Insecurely 
wedged above me in the ehlmney. 

At one point I had to leave the 
chimney for a short detour on the 
steep, smooth surface. Again I had 
to throw my rudTsack up ahead, 
wedge my ax Into a ernek, and work 
over a beet ling crag. Contrary to 
custom on a rock climb, I had brought 
my Ice-ax with me, using It In the ab¬ 
sence of a companion to lengthen my 
reach at difficult i»oints. The chim¬ 
ney was many hundred feet In length 
and afforded athletic diversion which 
would have been more gnjoyable 
earlier In the day, when I should have 
climbed more rapidly. 

After leaving the top of the chim¬ 
ney there was a delicate fifty feet or 
more nt vertical cliff and slanting 
rock where the slightest slip meant 
an Instant unhindered descent for 
thousands of feet. On setting foot on 
the Ugliest point of the mountain 1 
found a level surf nee, possibly 150 
feet long and 25 feet wide, that was 
strewn with a few loose rocks. On 
this summit no foot had trod.

In August, 1017, a 
considerable party ascended as far ns 
the glacier on Its eastern face, which 
they named Huntley 'der. It was 
then reported In (In- y ■ ntltlc Amer¬ 
ican of March Hu t" S, that “the 
summit has never bcci attained, and 
probably never will lie, ns the Iasi 
3,000 feet of Hie mountain are sheer 
perpqgdicular walls of rock." Ben 
Sheffield, who Is the local authority 
on the mountain, told tiN that lie had 
spent many years in hunting 'sheep 
on its crags, always searching for a 
route to the summit, hut always 
turned back by unscalable cliffs. He 
recounted a thrilling experience in 
which lie nearly lost bis life, and bad 
come to the conclusion that the moun¬ 
tain could be ascended only by driving 
staples Into the clifTs. 

Danger From Stones. 

These reports made the mountain 
seem all the more Interesting, and we 
left Moran at eight o'elock that eve¬ 
ning for the nlue-rntle trip across 
Jackson lake. Impressed with the 
warning that the walls near the 
glacier could not he climbed, we de¬ 
cided to Investigate the northern face, 
and we landed as far to the right of 
the central mass of the mountain as 
It seemed safe for us to go In the 
boat. 

It was after 1 p. m. on a hot day, a 
most unfavorable time for a serious 
climb on any glacial mountain, for the 
sun had long been melting the snow 
on the heights. Already the glacier 
was strewn with newly fallen rocks,

We are all ready to criticise a young girl if she becomes wild, or giddy, 
or indiscreet. But wouldn’t it he even better to look underneath the surface, 
and consider the actions of the parents who allowed her to travel the dan¬ 
gerous path in the days of her childhood? 

Perhaps you have noticed the newspaper accounts of the number of 
young girls who are reported missing in the big cities. In one big city alone 
It averages two thousand a year. 

Many of these girls have drifted in from the country towns and farms 
In order to better their condition, and have fallen an easy prey to the vultures 
lying In wait for them. 

Most of these disappearances are the result of the girls taking up with 
strange men on the streets, or In the parks, or the cafes. 

But the girls are not always to blame entirely for allowing themselves 
to be led astray. Often they are the victims of neglect on the part of their 
parents during the formative period of their characters. 

A lien never neglects its little chicks until they are able to care for 
themselves.

Certain it is that 
many persons have an unusual crav¬ 
ing for “greens” in the spring which 
they probably would not have if meals 
during the winter included an abund¬ 
ance of vegetables, and when vege¬ 
tables and fruits are entirely lacking 
in the late winter, as in some north¬ 
ern regions, severe illness is often 
noted. 

Preparing the familiar kinds of 
vegetables in more appetizing ways 
that are perhaps new to the family 
and teaching the children to eat kinds 
that they are prejudiced against are 
at least two ways in which the house¬ 
keeper can solve her problem of what 
to have for dinner in winter. 

Moreover, many persons make the 
mistake of cooking vegetables too 
long. Tills makes those with delicate 
flavors tasteless, develops strong 
flavors too much, destroys the agree¬ 
able texture of some, causes others to 
lose their attractive coloring, and in 
most cases cooks out too large a pro¬ 
portion of the mineral salts, one 
thing which makes vegetables 
especially valuable as food. If the 
strong ones, such as onions, are 
cooked in a rather large quantity of 
water in an uncovered vessel, they 
will have a more delicate flavor. The 
following ways of cooking some of 
the winter vegetables are recom¬ 
mended by home economics special¬ 
ists of the United States Department 
of Agriculture. 

Cabbage has long been a winter 
stand by, but many persons do not 
like it because it is often cooked until 
it is a limp, colorless mass. It is 
generally one of the cheapest of the 
winter vegetables, and also one of the 
: richest in calcium (lime) and iron, 
substances that every one needs to 
keep the body in good working order. 
It should be boiled only 20 to 30 min¬ 
utes, in salted water. It may then be 
seasoned with salt, pepper, and butter 
and cream; or, scalloped with cheese, 
it makes a substantial dish, suitable 
for the main dish at lunch or supper. 

Scalloped Cabbage and Cheese 

Vz medium-sized cabbage. 

2 tablespoons butter or other fat. 

2 tablespoons flour. 

1 cup milk. 
yz teaspoon salt. 

Pepper as desired. 

% cup grated cheese. 

Wash the cabbage thoroughly, put it 
into boiling salted water, and cook 
for 20 or 30 minutes. Drain it, and ! 
keep the water in which it has been 
cooked for use in soup, if desired. I 
Make a white sauce from the butter, j 
flour, milk, salt and pepper, add stir 
into it the grated cheese. In a greased 
baking-dish place alternate layers of 
j the cabbage and sauce, cover the top 
j with bread crumbs that have been j 
combined with a little melted butter 
or other fat, and bake for 15 minutes,' 
or until the crumbs are browned. 

Onions are another rich source of 
I body-building mineral substances. To 
j suit most persons they, too, need to 
1 be cooked in such a way that their 
I flavor beconfes milder rather than 
stronger. Here is a recipe for an ap- 
i petizing soup, easy to make, and so i 
| hearty that, with a substantial des¬ 
sert and plenty of bread and butter, 
i it will be enough for luncheon or 
supper. 

Onion Soup Without Meat 

1 large onion. 

\Vz tablespoons butter or other fat. 

1% pints milk, half water and half 
milk, or water alone. 


Salt and pepper as desired. 

Peel the onion under water to pre¬ 
vent the volatile substance from get¬ 
ting into the eyes, cut it into small 
pieces and cook it slowly and care¬ 
fully in the fat. When the onion is 
tender increase the heat and brown 
the onion, stirring it all the time to 
prevent burning. Add the milk or 
other liquid and seasoning, bring the 
soup to the boil, and serve poured 
over a piece of toasted bread. If de¬ 
sired, especially if no milk is used, 
sprinkle the toast generously with 
grated Swiss or American cheese.
